It is a common A panties among

British government to scoff at the 
value of the debate on the Speec 
from the .Throne. ‘Such critics aver 
that many valuable hours are wasted 
_jn.a discussion of nothing in .particu- 
Jar and that the House might better 
employ itself in examining more care- 
fully the actually bills and resolutions 
which must wait until. the Throne 
debate is completed. 

Most thoughtful students of public 
affairs, however, defend the debate. 
They point out that it*provides the 
only opportunity in the whole session 
to discuss public issues and govern- 
ment policy in the widest significance, 
without a particular eye to a particu- 
lar measure. In the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne all the acts 
of the government, or its policies are 
examined together and the govern- 
ment stands or falls on its record. 


The throne debate initiated by A. 
G. Andrews, (U.F.A.) and I. Garesky 
(U.F.A.) on Friday, January 30th, 
has occupied the entire week. Prem- 
ier Brownlee does not look for its 
conclusion until~ at least Tuesday, 
February 10th. 

As is the tradition, the leader of 
_the largest party in opposition was 
the first critic to be heard. George 
Webster (Lib.) directed his attack. 
against the financial record of the 
government.

Financial journals throughout Canada are discussing probable-ways and 
means whereby the Dominion Government will ra’se the revenues required 
to carry on all the services and administrative responsibilities of the Federal 
Government, meet the charges on the public debt, and balance the national 
budget. .The same question is receiving the close attention of the Prime 
Minister and his cabinet, and before long will demand consideration by 
Parliament and the people generally. 

It is admitted in all quarters that the Dominion will face a deficit in the 
operations of government: for the year 1930-31; that, instead of the national 
debt heing reduced, it will be increased. In: view of this situation, steps must 
be taken to devise new sources of revenue because no reductions in expendi- 
ture that could possibly be made would, in themselves, be sufficient to offset 
the decline in revenues which has takn placé, and which it is forecasted will 
eont'nue this year, ' 

This is not a party question; it is a national problem to be faced and 
solved. Canada is not alone in having to face such a condition; other 
nations are in exactly the same box. % :

On the expenditure side of the national ledger increases rather than 
decreases must be looked for.

Canada ‘that both the Sales Tax and the Income Tax be abolished in their 
entirety, and that a new tax, a tax on turnover, be created. 

This proposal is deserving of study and should be the subject of 
discussion by all the people, because it is a tax that will:be paid by every- 
body. It has the merit that no one will be able to escape from it. The other 
question is, will it be equitable to all in relation to the ability of each and all 
to pay. : , 

A turnover tax means a*tax on every business transaction that takes 
place in Canada. A Customs tax applies only to articles imported into 
Canada from other countries; an Excise tax is imposed on only a: number 
of specified art’cles, intoxicating liquors, tobacco, matches, bank cheques, 
etc.; the Sales tax is levied on a limited number of transactions. But -a 
turnover tax would mean: the levy of the tax on each individual transaction, 
whether :it be on the raw materials sold to the manufacturer, on the 
manufactured article sold the jobber or wholesaler, on the same article again 
when sold by the wholesaler or jobber to the retailer, and again when sold by 
the retailer to the ultimate consumer. 
tickets, telegrams, telephones; it is a tax which hotels.and restaurants would 
have to levy; you, would pay it to the harber, to the taxi driver, to the 
newspaper -publishers, to the theatre. And so-on all along’ the line every 
time an article was sold by some person and purchased by another. : 

’ The annual turnover of business in Canada amounts to many billions of 
dollars,—just how large the amount is it -is difficult to even estimate. Even 
a very small tax, a trifling tax, one per cent., one-half of one per cent., one- 
quarter of one per cent., would yield an enormous: revenue. But where an 
article passes through many hands or avenues of trade before it reaches the 
final consumer, even @ small tax on each turnover might mean a fairly heavy 
charge in the end. : ; 

Possibly .certa'n. exemptions “would be provided, but the moment 
exemptions are provided possibilities for evasion of the tax arise; also the 
danger of discrimination ‘in favor of One class of people, business or industry.

“Ordinarily Winnipeg, in. the 
heart of Canada, is a 12-days' jour- 
ney from London; but in a few years 
the journey will he done in two and 
a half days. The 5,000 miles. that 
now have to be covered will be re- 
duced to 38,500, and of these not 
more than 1,400 will be over water.”

PUBLIC HEALTH REGULATIONS 


REGARDING QUARANTINE 


Isoliation Restrictions 


“39. When in accordance with 


these Regulations any house is plac- 


arded with a placard bearing the 
words ‘Isolation,’ the inmates there- 
of shall be subject to the following 
restrictions: 

“(1) The patient shall be separated 
from the rest of the household for a 
period of time as set forth in the 
Regulations, in such a place and in 
such a way as will, as far as possible, 
prevent the direct or indirect convey- 
ance of the infectious agent to ‘any 
person. 

1D): A susceptible contact shall be 
isolated for a period of time as here- 
inafter provided. 

“(3) An immune contact may con- 
tinue to reside in the house and may 
eontinue his ordinary occupation. 

“(4) Provided that the Local Board 
og Provincial Board may at any time, 
if it deems. necessary,, place under 
quarantine any house which may have 
been subject to isolation.”
